Charles G. Dawes, republican nomi­ 
nee for vice president, in an ad- j 
dr :ss here last night, presented an j 
explanation of the purpose of the 
present administration in the con­ 
templated appointment of an agVi- 
cultural commission. 
“We make but one promise—that 
the republican party, utilizing the 
best minds and those by training 
best fitted for the task, will bend 
its every energy to the study of our 
arricultural 
problem 
to 
the 
end 
that, through legislation 
of other 
means, its solution may be accomp­ 
lished,” Mr. Daw’es asserted 
“Who­ 
ever promises more than this is en­ 
tering into a contract which can not 
be filled .” 
The nominee devoted the major 
portion of his address to the agri­ 
cultural 
question, 
taking up the 
causes for the present depression in 
farm prices, the remedies recom­ 
mended, and the prospects for the 
future. 
Need for the appointment of an 
impartial 
nonpartisan, 
competent 
commission 
under 
economic guid­ 
ance,” is imperative, 
Mr. 
Dawes 
said, adding that ‘‘the recent im­ 
provement in the agricultural situa­ 
tion must be taken as evidence the j 
farm ers’ problem has wTorked out its j 
own solution.” 
The problem to be solved, he as­ 
serted, devolves itself into a ques­ 
tion of finding how “equality 
in 
earning 
capacity 
can 
be 
brought 
about between agriculture and in­ 
dustry.” 
This problem, he added, 
arose primarily from conditions re­ 
sulting from 
the 
world 
war and 
foremost among the causes respon­ 
sible, he declared, wras unregulated 
production. 
Figures were cited to 
show the increase in acreage over 
pre-vrar years, attention was called 
to the increase in taxes, the possi­ 
bilities of extension of cooperative 
marketing w’ere discussed, and Mr. 
Dawes then launched into an expla­ 
nation of the agricultural commis­ 
sion proposal. 
“The mere fact it now’ is possible 
to consider this qquestion when the 
industry is not in the trough of a ter­ 
rible depression, as it was sixty days 
ago, has its great advantages,” he 
declared. 
“It removes that obstacle

Under our cumbersome election plan, 
it is necessary, as the American public is 
beginning to understand, for a candidate 
for the presidency to secure, not simply a 
plurality of the total electoral vote, but 
an actual majority; and if the La Follette 
movement should prevent either Mr. Cool- 
idge or Mr. Davis from getting such a ma­ 
jority in the electoral college, the election 
would necessarily go to congress for de­ 
cision. 
The belief is that the house would 
be deadlocked and unable to reach a de­ 
cision. 
Should that be the case, the sen­ 
ate would elect a vice president, who, by 
virtue of the presidency being vacant, 
would automatically become president. It 
is doubtful if the senate could make a 
selection without the La Follette votes. 
The doubt on this score has been increas­ 
ed by the death of Senator Cole of Rhode 
Island and the probability that his suc­ 
cessor will be a democrat. 
The situation is a most interesting one 
as the following analysis of it by the New 
York World bears out.

Chicken Soups 
C 
HICKEN may be the most deli­ 
cious of eating or quite the con­ 
trary—much depending upon the 
fowl and the cook. 
The flavor of a 
good fat fowl in soup will make al­ 
most any combination tasty. 
Chicken Soup.—Take a good fat 
fowl a year old—chicken fries or 
skinny fowls will lack flavor. After 
cleaning by scrubbing with soda 
and water and washing in several 
waters, cover in a deep kettle with 
cold w ater, adding one onion. 
Sim­ 
mer for several hours or until a 
rich broth Is obtained. 
Drain and 
set it aside to cool. 
The chicken, 
if cut up and the bon«-s crushed, will 
give more flavor and gelatin to the 
soup. 
With a covering of rich yel­ 
low’ fat the soup may be kept a day 
or tw o In the ice chest. When ready 
to use mix two tublespoonfuls of 
fat, one spoonful of flour, cook until 
smooth, then add the broth (one 
quart) with a few tablespoonful* 
of cooked rice. 
Serve hot with a 
well-beaten egg for further nourish­ 
ment, if desired. 
When a large 
quantity of white stock is needed 
cook a piece of the shoulder of veal 
with the fowl; the chicken will 
flavor both the meat end the broth 
Spanish Chicken Soup.—Reheat 
three cupfuls each of veal and 
chicken stock, add a grated onion, a 
carrot, and two stalks of celery 
minced fine with one cupful of bar­ 
ley. 
Simmer until the barley is 
done, season to taste and serve. 
Chicken 
With 
Tapioca. — Heat 
three quarts of chicken stock and 
add one-half cupful of tapioca. Cook 
slowly until the tapioca Is done, 
then serve. 
Chicken Soup a la Messonier.— 
Reheat 
three quar\s of chicken 
stock and thicken with four table* 
spoonfuls each of browned flour 
and butter blended with a little 
cold stock. 
Add one cupful of 
blanched almouds chopped fine, two 
hard-cooked eggs coarsely chopped 
and one cupful of cooked chicken, 
also chopped. 
Season with salt, 
pepper and nutmeg. 
Add a table­ 
spoonful of Italian paste and serve.
